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History  of  Central  High  School 

K.  1).  W.  LITTLEFIELI)  receives  the  credit  for  first  attempting 
to  esta1)lisli  iiigher  education  in  Lima.  In  1857,  witli  himself  as 
superintendent,  tlie  Lima  L'nijon  School  was  organized.  The 
curriculum  consisted  of  higher  mathematics,  scientific  and  classi- 
cal studies.  Dr.  Littlefield  resigned  in  tS6o  and  was  succeeded 
A\'illiam  .\.  Shaw,  under  whom  the  four  year  course  was  in 
troduced. 

Prof.   John   Hanson   and    Mis.-    Hllen   Carpenter   were  placed 
in   charge   in    1862.      The  first    freshman    class   in   the   four   year 
course  numbered  twenty-five.     Four  years  later  three  members  graduated. 

In  the  year  1868,  A\'.  E.  Crosby  became  the  new  superintendent.  Greek 
was  introduced  and  other  languages  were  taught  at  an  extra  cost  to  the 
student.  G.  W.  AValker  succeeded  Crosby  in  1870,  and  ser\-ed  for  fourteen 
years,  developing  the  school,  slowly  but  surely. 

Due  to  the  oil  boom  in  1898,  the  enrollment  in  the  schools  was  greath- 
increased.  The  high  school  showed  an  enrollment  of  J24  students  of  which 
145  were  girls.  Shortly  after  this  a  wind-storm  demolished  the  old  East 
Building  necessitating  the  moving  of  the  high  .-cliool  to  the  Lima  College 
Building  on  Jameson  Avenue.  Later  it  was  mo\ed  to  the  Holland  Block 
where  it  remained  until  1905. 

In  1905,  Mr.  Davison  was  chosen  as  superintendent  and  the  school  was 
transferred  to  the  new  building  on  West  High  Street.  During  Mr.  Davison's 
administration.  Industrial  and  Domestic  courses  were  added  to  the  already 
large  number  of  .studies.  Extensions  were  also  built  wln'cb  made  room  for 
the  Commercial  and  Science  dejiartments  and  modern  e(|uipment  was  in- 
stalled. 

Along  with  the  resignation  of  Professor  Davison  in  H)i5  also  came 
the  resignation  of  Professor  S.  S.  Steffens,  who  had  been  i>rincipal  of  the 
school  since  1885. 

Prof.  J.  E.  Collins  as  juperintendent  and  Professor  C.  E.  Schweickart 
as  principal  succeeded  the  two  men  who  resigned.  Manv  changes  were  made 
by  the  new  regime.  Ne\v  features  and  methods  were  introduced  by  Mr. 
Collins.  Mr.  Schweickart  was  forced  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health  and 
his  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Moody,  \\-ho  continued  in  ofTice  through 
the  following  school  year. 

In  19 18,  Mr.  R.  E.  Offenhauer  succeeded  Mr.  Mootly  as  Principal  and 
co-operating  with  Supt.  Collins  have  reorganized  the  school  system.  The 
6-6  plan  was  introduced  and  to  take  care  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of 
students  the  original  site  of  Central  High  and  Franklin  Grade  School  is  now 
covered  with  an  irnmense  school  plant,  accommodating  fourteen  hundred 
students.  The  features  of  the  new  addition  are  the  gym,  the  cafeteria  and  an 
auditorium  of  ele\'en  hundred  seating  capacity.  South  High  Schoiil  building 
was  built  and  first  put  in  use  in  1918.  It  is  a  magnificent  building,  being  a 
most  modern  and  complete  structure.  The  building  of  South  High  School 
changed  the  name  of  old  Lima  High  to  Central  High  School.

My  maid,  Dorothy  Robinson,  packed  my  baggage,  and  my  father's  valet.  Raymond 
Lyle,  packed  his.  We  summoned  one  of  the  cars  of  which  Emmet  Turner  was  chauf- 
feui-.   and   went   to   the   Grand   Central,   bought   our   tickets   and   waited   for   our   train   to 

While  sitting  there  a  lady  and  a  gentleman  walked  in  quarreling  furiously  over 
who  should  carry  the  umbrella.  She  even  threatened  to  "secede  from  their  Union"  if 
ho  did  not  carry  it.  He  was  already  loaded  with  traveling  bags,  hat  bags,  suit  boxes, 
and  numerous  small  packages,  which,  when  he  tried  to  pick  up  one  he  had  let  fall, 
would  all  lose  their  station  and  respond  to  the  force  of  gravity.

This  settled,  we  continued  on  our  westward  journey  to  Chicago,  got  off  the  train 
and  were  conveyed  to  the  Hotel  La  Salle  where  we  met  Walter  Urich,  proprietor  and 
his  wife,  nee'  Bertha  Snow.  Orlando  Kohll  had  just  been  promoted  to  Chief  Janitor 
The  city  was  badly  ravaged  by  thieves  and  disreputable  people  of  all  sorts,  which  nt 
doubt  could  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  Herman  Geiser  was  Mayor  and  Frank  Griffir 
Chief  of  Police.  These  two  were  too  absorbed  in  their  personal  "battle"  over  wh'_ 
should  win  Dorothy  Hunter  for  his  wife.

We  soon  left  Chicago  and  went  straight  through  to  the  western  coast.  While  stop- 
ping at  a  small  town,  Cholera.  Wyoming,  we  saw  Royal  Clements  running  around  with 
a  half-bushel  basket  yelling.  "Fresh  roasted  popcorn  and  buttered  P-P-P  Peanuts."      In

San  Francisco  we  enjoyed  ourselves  immensely.  We  found  Vernon  Wells  and  Freeda 
Griffin  living  in  Chinatown  eating  and  smoking  opium  as  a  last  resort  since  the  country 
went  dry  in  1920.  Clarence  Douglas  owned  and  directed  a  movie  company,  in  which 
Vera  Aiken  and  Mildred  Albright  were  acting. 

From  San  Francisco  we  toolc  the  ship  "Wailua"  bound  for  Hawaiian  Islands  and 
who  should  be  Captain  of  it  but  Stanley  Blunk.  We  feared  for  our  lives  after  we 
knew  that!  But  that  seemed  trivial  when  we  learned  that  Ethelbert  Evans  was  chief 
cook.  We  could  expect  most  any  time  to  see  him  prowling  on  deck,  making  a  violin 
and  bow  of  his  carving  knife  and  steel  and  never  knowing  when  the  knife  might  slip 
our  way. 

Two  of  the  passengers  were  David  Steiner  and  James  Kay.  David  was  a  traveling 
salesman  for  heavy  suits  and  coats,  and  was  expecting  to  get  big  orders  in  Hawaii  and 
Philippines.  James  was  a  preacher  and  was  joining  his  missionaries.  Idamae  Brown. 
Mary  Ashton  and  Ruby  Armentrout  in  India.  (Ruth  Wentworth  refused  him  and 
to  forget  his  brolcen  heart,   had  turned   to  preacliing. ) 

We  reached  Nakiku  safely  and  found  that  Captain  Blunk  liad  sent  only  four  men 
to  Davy  Jones'  locker — this  was  mild  for  him.  On  one  of  the  islands  we  found  Ursel 
Bogart,  who  strolled  the  beach  of  Waikiki  and  played  her  ukelele.  She  looked  real 
quaint  in  her  bamboo  skirt  and  barbaric  beads;  she  had  dyed  her  hair  black  to  prevent 
being  mobbed  by  the  hordes  of  admirers. 

We  left  here  in  a  few  days  for  Australia.  The  ocean  looked  beautiful  and  despite 
the  warm  climate,  there  was  a  cool  breeze  blowing,  sending  the  surface  of  the  water  in 
tiny  ripples.  One  could  not  imagine  it  could  be  as  terrific  as  it  was  on  the  stretch  from 
the   States  of  Hawaii. 

We  landed  at  Belbourne  and  were  thrilled  over  the  sights  and  discovered  Darrel 
Polsel  was  running  a  kangaroo  farm  (when  it  wasn't  running  him)  and  had  a  fine 
time  keeping  them  from  jumping  the  boundaries  into  June  Arthur's  ostrich  farm.  In 
Melbourne,  Adrian  Hurst  and  wife.  Mary  Roberts,  were  living  a  life  of  repose  from  his 
position  as  ambassador  to  England. 

From  there  to  Philippines  and  spent  most  of  our  time  in  Manilla  where  Robert 
Buckley  was  making  straw  hats  and  Muriel  Sargant  was  "putting  on"  musicales  in 
which  she  took  the  leading  part.  Her  delight  was  to  translate  operas,  and  sing  them 
to  the  poor,  helpless  natives  in  P'rench.  She  tried  it  in  America,  and  was  ostracized, 
so  she  came  over  to  the  Philippines  and  nearly  sent  the  poor  natives  into  paroxysms 
of  fear. 

Next  was  Japan  where  we  visited  all  its  wonders.  We  visited  the  Mikado's  Palace 
and  found  Herbert  Snook  as  steward  in  Secret  Service  of  England.  At  the  Forbidden 
Palace,  Donald  Wise  was  gardener,  and  evei-y  day  at  the  beautiful  Japanese  Sunset 
Louise  Ackerman  came  and  gathered  a  lovely  bouquet  of  Japanese  Pinks  and  orchids 
to  take  to  her  palace.  She  had  married  Dean  Metzger,  who  had  been  appointed 
ambassador  to  Japan  by  Aileen  Scott,  Presidentess  of  United  States. 

From  Japan  to  China.  In  Canton.  DaDonna  Miller  was  running  a  chop  suey  and 
Helen  Neff  was  a  missionary.  Quite  a  few  Americans  were  here  and  a  goodly  number 
were  missionaries.  While  going  through  one  of  the  hundreds  of  temples  of  Confucius 
in  China,  we  came  to  a  man  and  woman  dressed  in  Chinese  garb — the  man  lying  pros- 
trate on  the  floor,  and  the  woman  bending  over  him  trying  to  revive  him.  Their  faces 
looked  familiar,  and  I  heard  the  wonxan  cry.  "Julius,  my  Julius!  Open  thy  eyes  and 
look  at  your  Kathryn."  At  once  I  had  it.  Julius  Kagan  and  Kathryn  Osenbaugh.  After 
"her  Julius"  had  revived,  she  explained  that  she  and  he  had  become  converted  to  the 
Chinese  worship.  She  had  sworn  eternal  allegiance  to  him  and  when  he  found  his  con- 
hcience  was  troubling  him  for  having  talked  too  much  in  school,  he  decided  to  do 
something  to  forget  it.     She  proposed  Chinese  worship  and  he  acqulesed  willingly. 

In  Sanghai  Jo  Purtscher  was  delivering  soap  box  speeches  on  the  Shantung  ques- 
tion.     It  so   interested  her  in  her  younger   days,   that   she   thoroughly   investigated    it  so 


as  to  enlighten  the  natives  on  it.     But  by  the  time  she  had  it  "do-n-n  pat"  the  riuestion 
was  settled   and  Jo  was  behind  the   times. 

In  the  slums  of  one  city  we  found  Nora  Elzay  and  Leanna  Whipp — inveterate 
opium  eaters. 

Next  was  India.  Lucille  and  Elizabeth  Ferry  were  servants  of  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral, Weldon  Parlette.  and  in  Calcutta  we  found  He'en  Nungester  washing  the  feet  of 
the  idols  every  day  at  sunrise  and  sunset.  Journeying  from  India  to  Northern  Africa 
we  had  with  us  on  one  stretch,  Constance  DeKalb,  who  was  traveling  saleslady  for 
Henry  Ford  and  Co..  V.  S.  A.  and  she  told  us  that  Herbert  Hay  followed  her  right  up 
selling  Goodrich  Tires. 

Thelma  Wood  and  Aline  Williams  were  in  Greece,  .•slipping  around  and  spilling 
their  propaganda  for  Woman  Suffrage. 

One  evening  at  our  hotel  in  Alexandria,  James  Black,  artist,  visited  us,  and  told 
us  his  misfortunes.  The  natives  did  not  appreciate  his  painting,  so  he  was  forced  to 
serve  in  a  hotel  dining  room.  He  said  he  almost  lost  this  position  because  he  slipped  on 
Greece  while  Servian  the  consul  from  America,  spilt  Turkey,  broke  China  "made  in 
Germany,"  and  went  Russian  back   to  his  Dutch  cook   in  the   French   "cuisine." 

We  soon  left  here  and  went  south  along  the  east  coast  of  Africa  by  boat,  stopping 
off  here  and  there.  At  one  place  we  found  Betty  Moulton  instructing  the  cannibals 
how  to  eat  their  victims  with  knife  and  fork.  We  rounded  the  cape,  and  while  sailing 
north,  we  found  a  small  child  struggling  in  the  water  almost  drowned.  We  picked  her 
up  and  she  told  us  that  her  father,  John  Cashman,  had  gone  crazy  and  had  persisted 
that  she  could  fly  in  the  air,  so  he  took  her  up  in  his  airplane,  left  her  in  midair  to  Hy 
home,  and  naturally  she  dropped  in  the  ocean. 

While  exploring  the  Sahara  we  found  Lloyd  Alstaetter  directing  a  movie  company 
and  he  was  very  disgusted  with  the  failure  to  handle  his  vampisli  leading  lady  and 
leading  man,  Sara  Laughlin  and  Dorance  Lowman.  Even  the  camera  man,  Ivan  Boyer, 
ran  away  to  play  in  the  sand. 

We  sailed  through  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar  and  disembarked  at  Nice,  France.  Here, 
Beatrice  Peters  was  running  a  department  store  and  Helen  Post  was  cashier.  Mildred 
Dotson  was  "Maitresse  d'Aaglaise"  in  an  University  at  Tours:  and  Marjorie  Rador  was 
running  "Un  Magasin"  at  Paris. 

In  Cardiff,  Clarence  Drake  was  coaling  ships;  in  London,  Gerald  Coon  was  Prime

science  to  women.  As  the  women  had  spent  most  of  their  time  as  slaves  in  the  field  for 
their  husbands  they  knew  little  of  house-work. 

Gerald  Ridenour  was  secretly  manufacturing  Krupp  guns — which  had  been  pro- 
hibited— but  as  he  was  an  old  friend  we  did  not  report  him.  In  Poland  we  were 
greatly  surprised  to  find  Margaret  Jones  and  Thelma  Strayer  deep  in  politics,  much 
under  the  influence  of  the  aged  Paderewski. 

Traces  of  Bolsheviks  were  found  in  Russia,  and  Berndein  Courtney  was  a  strong 
advocate  of  same.  At  Moscow  we  saw  Raymond  Eedwell  remodelling  the  Temple;  and 
at  Petrograd  Mary  Stephans,  photographer.  We  donned  our  heaviest  clothes  and  went 
to  Siberia,  where  we  found  Lucille  Roush  in  exile,  (because  she  had  refused  Walter 
N,  and  caused  him  to  go  crazy,)  Beatrice  Renz  and  Helen  Scheufler,  still  inseparable, 
got  the  idea  they  could  grow  cotton,  and  had  taken  over  thousands  of  stony  acres  for 
that  purpose.  Chas.  Hauenstein  was  selling  georgette  waists  and  was  disappointed  with 
liis  small   orders. 

We  hurried  on  to  Korea  where  we  run  across  Geo.  Stevens,  a  rich  miner,  and 
whose  wife,  by  the  way,  was  Leona  Johns.  Pauline  CaJacob  was  .street  commissioner 
and  shoveled  snow  to  her  heart's  delight. 
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We  took  an  ice  boat 
Johnson  was  enloyine  hei 
iicr  many  admirers.  As 
stopping-  lonf?  at  any  place.  We  rode  on  the  very  edges  of  precipices  by -the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railroad  and  took  time  to  climb  a  mountain.  A  tunnel  was  under  way  through 
the  mountain  and  Canada  had  become  so  Americanized  that  all  the  laborers  here  de- 
laanded  jazz  music  to  their  work.  Margaret  Watt  was  "fiddling"  and  Blanche  Wister- 
man  was  playing  a  Xylophone. 

In  Montreal,  Wilfrid  Helms  was  an  electrical  engineer  trying  to  invent  an  electric 
tunnel  under  the  Atlantic  (His  hair  was  still  white.)  A  funeral  procession  for  Gerald- 
ine  Sites  saddened  our  visit  in  Quebec;   she  had  broken  her  neck  playing  basketball. 

We  came  back  to  the  States  via  Niagara  Falls,  and  David  Roberts  was  boatsman 
on  "The  Maid  of  the  Mist."  We  learned  from  him  that  both  Opal  Holtzapple  and  Edith 
Weaver  had  lost  their  lives  over  the  Falls  a  few  days  before.  Down  through  Pennsyl- 
vania and  we  found  Geraldine  Vogel,  a  rich  old  maid  resident  of  Oil  City.  Near  Pitts- 
burg, Martha  Schaefer  and  Margaret  Rasor  were  carrying  Davy  lamps  in  a  mine  for  a 
couple  of  miners  with  whom  they  had  fallen  in  love.  And  in  Philadelphia,  Miriam 
MacGee  was  almost  a  second  Pavlowa  in  her  dancing. 

Buying  a  newspaper  from  a  hunch  back  newsboy  who  was  none  other  than  Bill 
J^orter,  we  were  startled  to  see  that  "Ike"  Arganbright  had  applied  for  a  divorce  from 
Mary  Durnbaugh  in  divorce  court  at  Reno.  Nevada.  "Ike"  sued  for  $500  a  month  and 
the  custody  of  "Ike  Jr."

History  of  the  Senate 


THE  SENATK;  is  one  of  tlu-  most   intoresting  orKaiiizations  in   tlie  sclinol.      Originat- 
ing in    1916   as   the   Wranglers'    Debating    Clulj    and    later    reorganized    along   par- 
liamentary  lines   into   the    Senate,    it   rapidly   took    its   place   among   the   foremost 
organizations  of  the  school. 

The  organization  of  the  Senate  is  modeled  directly  after  the  United  States  Senate. 
Each  member  represents  a  state  and  is  called  Senator.  The  business  is  carried  on  by 
live  standing  committees.  Officers  consist  of  a  president,  president  pro  tempore, 
clerk,  assistant,  clerk  and  treasurer  and  sergeant-at-arms.  A  critic  from  the  faculty 
instructs  in  the  art  of  debating  decorum  and  oratory,  and-  looks  after  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  organization.  All  reports  of  the  committees  and  actions  of  the  members 
are  sub.lect  to  the  approval  of  the  entire  Senate.  Officers  are  elected  for  one  session 
and  one  person  can  hold  the  same  office  for  no  more  than  two  sessions.  A  session  is 
one  school  semester. 

The  first  session  of  this  year  under  J-.  B.  Adkins  as  president,  was  marked  by  the 
debates  on  reconstruction  policies,  and  progress  among  the  members  in  fluent  speaking- 
was  very  noticeable.  During  this  session  a  debate  was  held  open  to  the  entire  High 
School  on  the  ciuestion  of  the  "League  of  Nations."  Senators  Ebner.  Johnson  and  Ad- 
kins argued  for  the  affirmative,  and  Senators  Steiner.  Snook  and  Moke  for  the  nega- 
tive. 

David  Steiner  presided  over  the  second  session.  During  this  session,  a  debate  was 
held  with  the  Platonian  Literary  Society  on  the  question.  "Resolved  that  we  commend 
the  actions  of  the  government  of,  Holland  in  refusing  to  surrender  the  person  of  the 
Ex-Kaiser  to  the  Allies  for  trial,  and  that  we  declare  the  reasons  assigned  for  such 
refusal  to  be  valid."  Steiner  and  Moreo  discussed  the  bill  for  the  Senate  and  Mar- 
iorle  Dixon  and  Ruth  Mason  for  the  Literary  Society.  The  Senate  won.  This,  and 
the  debate  in  open  session  on  the   "League  of  Nations"  were  the  best  of  the  year. 

Much  comment  is  being  produced  by  the  discussion  of  plans  for  an  interscholastic 
debating  team,  an  idea  which  would  greatly  augment  the  Senate  as  well  as  the 
school  in  general. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Binkley,  is  the  faculty  advisor  of  the  Senate-  Mr.  ISinkley  was  one  of 
the  leading  factors  in  the  organization  of  the  society  and  has  acted  as  the  advisor  of 
the  organization  since  its  beginning.  The  Senate  is  greatly  in(lilil<-d  to  Mr.  Liinkley  for 
his  conscientious  and  valuable  aid. 

Membership  to  the  Senate  is  open  to  all  boys  of  good  standing  in  the  school. 
Great  care  is  exercised  in  the  admittance  of  any  new  applicant.  All  applicants  must 
mi  out  application  blanks  which  are  voted  upon  by  the  whole  body.  To  be  a  member 
of  the  Senate  is  considered  a  great  honor  among  the  students  and  tlie  Senate,  is  looked 
up  to  in  the  city  as  the  expression  of  the  thoughts  and  general  attitude  of  the  entire 
student   body.

'I'lu 
course  was  secured  from  the  Coit-Lyceum  Bureau  and  was  the  hesi  ever 
seen  in  Lima. 

The  first  numher  on  the  course  was  the  Orpheus  h'our  on  October  jg. 
The  Or]3heus  Four  is  corisideretl  one  of  the  finest  quartets  in  the  world.  It 
is  the  official  quartet  of  the  Orpheus  Club  of  Los  Angeles  which  won  the 
Internatiomal  Grand  Prize  of  $3,000  for  the  best  male  chorus  at  the  PanauTi- 
I'acific  E-xposition. 

Dr.  A.  W.  l{\ans  came  next  on  Xoxemher  i<).  Dr.  E\'ans  is  a  famous 
Welsh  orator,  humorist  and  wit.  His  lecture,  ''What  .\merica  Means  to 
Ale,"  was  one  of  the  finest  ever  presented  in  the  city. 

Ori  December  1 1  John  K.  Bangs  delix'ered  his  fiimous  lecture  on 
"Salubrities  I  Have  Met."  As  is  characteristic  of  the  man.  the  lecture  was 
a  mixture  of  fine  description,  humor,  wit,  sarcasm  and  serioiusness,  and  was 
heard  by  a  ]iacked  house. 

Sidncv  Landon  on  February  11  delighted  his  audience  with  bis  wonder- 
ful "Speaking  Likeness  of  Great  Men."

As  Faculty 
Manager  he  carried  the  finances  through  successfully  and  at  the  same  time  arranged 
the   best  schedules  possible. 

When  the  basketball  season  was  about  half  over,  he  took  charge  as  coach.  The 
fact  that  he  was  a  success  can  easily  be  seen  by  looking  at  the  last  half  of  the  season's 
schedule.  It  was  only  through  him  that  we  were  able  to  beat  South  High  in  the  final 
game  of  the  season  and  we  might  say  that  if  the  team  had  started  the  season  like  it 
finished,  we  would  easily  have  won  the  Trolley  League  championship, 

Mr.  Wallace  is  a  Miami  graduate.  He  coached  at  Oxford  High  School  for  two 
years,  his  teams  making  excellent  showings.  Then  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  with

regimental  football  and  second  in  divisional  basketball.  He  was  in  the  army  two 
years,  one  year  overseas  and  was  a  member  of  the  158th  Brigade  Light  Field  Artillery. 
32nd  Division.  While  overseas  he  took  part  in  the  Meuse-Argonne  and  Verdun  offen- 
sives. 

During  his  stay  in  Central  he  has  made  many  friends  and  the  students  of  Central 
will   surely   welcome   him   back   next  year. 
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THR  1919  fof)tball  season  was  iidt  u])  tn  the  standard  of  years  ])revi(ins 
bnt  in  some  respeets  it  A\as  undnulitedly  a  suecess  e\'en  tlitnigii  \\c 
failed  to  win  a  large  number  ot  onr  games.  The  season  was  success- 
ful in  the  showing  of  the  excellent  spirit  of  the  players  and  the  school  in  gen- 
eral because  as  everyone  realizes  it  takes  more  spirit  for  a  ])layer  t(i  endure 
the  tedicius  practice  (ir  for  a  school  to  stand  behind  a  losing  team  than  if  the 
team  were  winning  everything  in  siglit.  Another  great  dis  idxantage  too, 
was  the  lack  of  experienced  men.  only  one  letter  man  returning  this  rear. 
However,   with    fourteen   letter   men   back   next   year   we   will    stantl   j^erhaps 
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a  better  chance  to  win  the  championship  of  the  Trolley  League  than  anv 
other  school  represented  in  the  league.  In  fact,  every  one  regards  the  com- 
ing school  year  as  the  golden  year  in  athletics  for  Central  High  School. 

On  September  8th  the  first  call  was  issued  for  candidates  and  aliout 
thirty-five  fellows  responded.  This  number  dwindled  until  there  were  on 
an  average  of  twenty  fellows  out  every  night. 

Tlie  fir.st  game  was  the  husky  Delphos  squad,  who  although  outweighing 
us  about  twentv  pounds  to  the  man,  were  easy  victim^;  for  us.  The  score  was 
48-0. 

During  our  next  few  days  one  of  "them  queer  lookin'  critters"  known 
as  a  jinx  entered  the  College  field  and  camped  on  our  trail  for  the  next  three 
games.

Immediately  after  the  game  the  jinx  retiu-ned  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 
Central  losing  the  next  four  games  in  a  r^w.  The  first  of  these  was  with 
Tiffin,  who  defeated  us  20-0.  Then  Bluffton  celebrated  Armistice  Day  by 
trampling  us  in  the  mud  to  the  time  of  15-6.  Delaware  had  dissolved  their 
team  so  we  engaged  in  our  next  battle  at  Kenton,  which  we  lost  6-3.  Then 
came  the  biggest  game  of  the  season — the  game  with  South  High  on  Thanks- 
gi\ing  Day.  The  game  needs  no  description  for  us  but  only  for  the  benefit 
of  the  rooters  of  the  future.  Central  made  a  touchdown  and  kicked  goal  in 
the  first  quarter.  South  did  the  same  thing  in  the  second  quarter.  The  third 
quarter  was  scoreless  and  with  less  than  a  minute  to  play  in  the  final  (|uar- 
ter,  Rotroff  of  South  won  everlasting  fame  by  making  a  lucky  (h-oiikick,  thus 
'vinning  the  first  annual  game  10-7.  The  game  was  clean,  Ix)th  teams  mak- 
ing; a  name  for  thcinselves  liv  their  clean  sportsmanship.  So  the  season 
ended  with  Central  resolving  to  stage  a  comeback  next  year  and  particularly 
to  defeat  South. 


Summary  of  the  Season 
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THE  BASKETBALL  team  this  season  experienced  a  bad  beginning  but 
ended  the  season  going  their  best  and  had  the  season  lasted  a  few- 
weeks  longer  Central  would  have  stood  higher  in  the  "Trolley  League" 
than  next  to  the  bottom.  There  is  one  consolation,  however.  South  occupied 
the  cellar  position  while  Central  was  one  higher  in  the  final  standing.

After  the  Christmas 
vacation  we  played  Fostoria  on  their  floor,  losing  by  the  close  score  of  30-28. 
Then  came  the  game  that  clashed  om-  hopes.  BoAvling  Green  on  our  iloor 
sini]jly  overwhelmed  us,  29-6.  Findlay  repeated  the  following  Friday.  29-11. 
The  day  after  the  Findlay  game  we  played  Blufftom  on  their  floor,  where  they 
staged  a  comeback.  Central  losing  24-18.  Tiffin  the  following  Friday  on 
their  slippery  floor  won  24-14.  The  next  game  was  with  South  High.  Four 
days  Ijefore  the  South  game  Mr.  Wkllace  took  charge  of  the  team  for  the 
rest  of  the  season.  We  won  the  game  with  South — almost.  Central  led  the 
first  half  10-8  but  Siuitli  in  a  final  spurt  came  out  the  winner  17- 15. 

The  beginning  df  the  last  half  of  the  season  was  an  awakening  for  the 
team.  Fostoria  came  here  on  Friday,  February  13th.  which  was  fatal  for 
them  Central  won  2(^iS.  The  second  game  with  I'.owling  Green  was 
away  from  home.  They  beat  us  by  3  points,  17-14.  This  showed  a  100  7f 
im]5ro\-ement  o\er  our  last  game  with  them  and  so  the  team  left  for  the 
Delaware  Tournament  in  high  spirits  on  February  29.  Central  was  unfor- 
tunate to  draw  the  fast  Mt.  Vernon  team  for  the  first  game.  The  team 
plaved  a  great  game,  holding  Mt.  Vernon  2-2  the  last  half  but  Mt.  Vernon 
had  piled  up  sufficient  points  the  first  to  win  18-6.  On  returning  from 
Delaware  we  again  played  Findlay,  losing  on  a  foreign  floor,  25-15.  Then 
came  the  beginning  of  the  end  with  the  team  "hitting  on  all  eight."  Tiffin 
tried  their  luck  on  our  flc  or  only  to  lose  39-26.  South  next  tried  their  luck 
with  Coach  Wallace's  proteges  and  in  a  very  go<3d  exhibition  of  basketball 
Central  defeated  South  for  the  first  time  this  year,  22-14.  Thus  the  season 
ended  in  a  blaze  of  triumph  and  a  blast  of  cheering.
